CARE AND CLEANING 



1. Keep the rifle in a safe place and away 
from fire. 1‘Ve^uent oiling is- noccssary 
especially under humid condition to prevent 
rust and damage. Always keep the rifle iti good 
condition. 

2 Wipe rifle clean of all dirts. Wash rifle 
with fresh water uhd wipe it dry whenever it 
has been contaminated by acid , alkaline., salty 
Water or sea water. 

3, Clean. and inspect rifle at regular 
intervals and after each firing, .Carefully clean 
the .gas regulator and the bore after stripping. 
Apply- an uniform coat of gu.n oil on all moving 
Parts and the bore following the cleaning, 

4. Keep the chamber and the rified bore 
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clean. Check the bore before firing to make sure 
it is clear of any obstructioh.
